FEWER JAPANESE 
VISIT TAIWAN 


TAIPEI 一 The Tourist Bureau 
reported that there were nearly 3 
half-million tourists who visited 
Taiwan duringthe first ten months 
of the year. However,， there were 
only 10,272 Japanese visitors to 
the island in October,， a reduction 
of 54.3 per cent. A bureau spokes- 
man attributed the decrease to the 
rupture of diplomatic relations 
between the ROC and Japan last 
September 29.

Australia will probably become 
another Westermn nation establish- 
ing full diplomatic relations with 
Peking. Action is expected early 
next year and informed sources 
feel that the Australian move will 
push Indonesia closer to the same 
decision. 


The Peking-Australia detente 
will come in the direct wake of 
the dramatic victory of the Labour 
Party 让 Australia over the week- 
end, a Victory that ended 23 years 
of .conservative， Liberal-County 
Party rule.

THIS CLIOUISHNESS 


What alienates many Potential Chinese-Americans from 
active participation in community affairs seems to be the 
ujltra-cliquishness of many Chinatown associations. Once a 
new member finds out that the association ls run by a small 
goup of people who happen to have control at the time, he 
may stop paying his dues. 

This cliquishness may be necessary to keep an organlZa- 
tion going in old China. However lt is definitely a stumbling 
block for any organization in the United States. Americans 
are great 1 :ers. But please do not forget: once they find 
out that scmething ls wrong,， Americans are great disjoiners 
too. 

This cliqulshness has also created a false Image for China- 
town. Remember how our“jleaders”used to glve the im- 
pression that Chinatown 1s such a Paradise，where the old 
are_ content and the young commit no crimes? Remember 
how the Chinese-Americans were depicted as one minority 
that always took care of its own IThis false Image has pro- 
longed and compounded many of our community problems. 
It has also denied Chinatown the chance to recelive its just 
share of government assistance for many years. 

This cliquishness shuts out many who are talented and 
dedicated. The loss js our community 'sS. 

This cliquishness must end. Let us bring our communlty 
organizations out in the open. Let us stop all the plottings， 
schemings，and other funny business concocted by a few 
operators. Let us return the organlzations to thepeople. 


SFUSD: WE CANT HEAR YOU 


The San Francisco Unified School District administration 
has been a Popular target recently with the general circula- 
tion daily papers in San Francisco. Not that the administra- 
tors haven't been'supplying ammunlition at an alarming rate. 

Money turns up that no one knew existed，a respected 
school loses its accreditation， administrators can't even de- 
termine how many teachers the district has, the number of 
pupils goes down and the salaries and expenses of adminis- 
trators g0 up. When anyone suggests that administrators be 
put back in the field where they can do some good, they 
holdq on to their desks like shipwrecked sailors clinging to 
jifeboats， 

Now', it 1s time to stop criticlzing and start looking for 
ways to improve the school system. Chinatown is quiet 
now. The freedoms schools still exist, but their numbers have 
dwindled. The departure of Shaheen has released much of 
the pressure and removed much of the resentment of the 
district administration. Shaheen's recent statements about 
his experiences in Chinatown ( 卫 /W Nov. 29) show that he 
was milsinformed about what goes on in Chinatown and still 
is mlisinformed. 

Superintendent Morena shows promise of being a much 
better communicator both with the diverse communities he 
serVes and with the Board of Education. It is time to Put 
into being a System where the minority communities are 
informed about programs，Pproblems，and priorities far in 
advance. It js tme for the administration to show that it is 
not going to jignore the wishes of this commtunity- 

The Position of ombudsman has been_ eliminated. We 
were not that impressed with the effectiveness of that posi- 
tion. Shaheen didn't even know what was going on. But 
with the ombudsman gone in January, there mustbe a way 
for our community and the other communities to communi- 
cate with the-school district. or Chinatown there must be 
bilingual communlicaticn， and thbe time for 让 to be initiated 
1S yesterday.

I am writing in referemnmce to the 
above case no. and the perform- 
ance of one of your police officers， 
Mr，.，Fred Lau，、 What I_ learned 
about the Police Dept. the week 
of November 20，1972 also de- 
serves Inention. 

A _ relative of mine，a mentally 
retarded adult，ran away from 
her boarding home the night of 


Nov. 20. The Missing Persons Bu- 
reau was notified by the boarding 
home operator as well as the dis- 
trict Police Dept. The subjects 
social worker as well as the Direc- 
tor of her day training center and 
myself，tried to reach the respons- 
ible officer at the Missing Persons 
Bureau many times，without Suc- 
cessi the reasons for our calls were: 

1.To give the officer the correct 
name .of the missing person; the 
Center Director discovered the 
subject's name was incorrecty 


”written down by the officer who 


called at the boarding home. Al- 
though the Director called several 
times to _ correct the spelling，the 
subject continued to be misspejlled 
and was even reported incorrectly 
in the TV broadcast reporting her 
return. 

Because of the incorrect listing， 
several phone calls were answered 
that no such missing person was 
on file. Since the subject was Ori- 
ental，the 7ight spelling of the 
name might have made it easier to 
identify the subject. 

2. Sufficient/adequate vital sta- 
tistics on the subject were not 
taken down by the same officer. 
The operator at the boarding 
home could not speak English well 
enough to give the necessary in- 
formation . 

The subject's immediate family 
was 7ot notified until six hours 
later and then by the home opera- 
tor. Police could have gotten more 
vital information from the family 
at the very start of subject's dis- 
appearance. 

3. If further information/action 
needed to be taken, the Police did 
not know the social worker，the 
family: or other such persons who 
could give _ immediate and direct 
advice，or pertinent information， 
to the police. 

Three days elabsed，with unsuc- 
cessful attempts to reach the po- 
lice inspector in charge. None of 
us could find out what was hap- 
pening on the casei no word was 
ever recelived from the police. 

It was at thjis point thatb in des- 
peration, 工 contacted Officer Lau 
at the Community Relations Bu- 
reau for help, 

Officer Lau took the vital in- 
formation from me at that point; 
he made direct contacts with the 
Missing Persons Unit and had peri- 


odic car-radio dispatch calls on the 
missing person. Upon my request， 
Mr. Lau also called (after his work- 
ing hours) Channel 7 TV to broad- 
cast the mlssing person. 

That same evening due to news 
from the IV broadcastings，my 
relative was found by the muni- 
railway personnel. When the po- 
lice were finally contacted，they 


did not know she was a missing 


person!! 一 a fact which was stated 
in the 工 V broadcast. 

To add insult to injury, the next 
morming the inspector in charge of 
the case in his first attempt to 
take the initiative to contact rela- 
tives，called me to see 下 we had 
heard anything about the progress 
of finding .the missing adult;i at 
which point, he was informed that 
she had been found and that it 
had been reported on TV the eve- 
ning before. 

The disorganization and lack of 
accurate information seeking on 
the part of the Police Department 
as well as the inability to commu- 
nicate with fellow members of the 
Department who might have in- 
formation on the case，certainly 
adds greatly to the mental stress 
of relatives (especially when the 
Parents are non-English-speaking 
and feel more helpless). the social 
worker，and other concerned Per- 
Sonsj，at the very jleast police 
should attempt to respond in as 
helpful a manner as possible. 

Officer Laus performance on 
this case (which was outside his 
department) deserves meritorious 
recogmnition. Mr. Lau was not only 
doing the duty exbectead of a po- 
lice officer; he also demonstrated 
genuine concern for People，as 
individuals worthy of respect and 
Importance 一 he was able to fol- 
low through the case with great 
efficiency and cormpetence. 

The Community Relations Dept. 
at least demonstrated to some 
point a conscious effort to de- 
crease the sense of alienation be- 
tween the Police and the minority 
community.- 工 hope this type of 
helpfulness_ can spread to other 
units of the Police Departmentll

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Unique seminar to frain for crisis 
sitfuaftions in Chinese families 


By RICHARD HENDRIX 

A_ unique seminar to train indi- 
viduals to _ deal with crisis situa- 
tions in Chinese families will soon 
open at the Family Therapy Cen- 
ter at 3529 Sacramento St. in San 
Francisco， 

Ben Handleman and Agnes Hsu， 
two San Francisco clinical social 
workers，have taught and worked 
with Chinese families and profes- 
sionals in the Chinese community. 
They will conduct a seminar 
aimed at teaching participants in- 
terviewing techniques and modes 
of intervention， aimed specifically 
at Chinese families. 

Handlermran，who has been a 
practicing _ family therapist for 12 
years and is on the faculty of the 
UGC Medical Center，asserts that 
there is a great deal of pathology 
and neurosis occurring in the Chi- 
nese _ family because of the break- 
down of traditional familial ties， 
a_ yery common phenomenon in 
San Francisco. 

“The problem,， he claims “is 
that few people know how to do 
therapy with the Chinese family. 
Admittedly it's difficult，often be- 
cause Chinese Professionals are SO 
antithetical to the traditional fam- 
jy structure, but there are ways. 

“One of the Principal complaints 
is the concern of Parents that their 
kids are getting into trouble and 
falling ifway from the family. 工 his 
is a relatively new situation to Chi- 
nese families，far newer than for 
Caucasian or black families，and， 
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due to lack of experience，they 
don't know how to cope with it. 
“A_ second coimmon problem is 
the alienation of one or both of 
the Parents in the Chinese home 
life. The father is often apart from 
the home due to long working 
hours and has no contact with 
other family members. As a result， 
it becomes difficult for him to 
relate to _ his children and vice 


VerSa. 


CHILDI'S DEVICE 

“Another case is that of the 
child who appears to have a school 
Problem or appears to understand 
only English when spoken to in 
Chinese. Isay appears，because 
often it is a device used to com- 
municate other things to the par- 
ents，sSUch as wishing them to use 
English more. 

“There ls also a growing restless- 
ness with the _ traditional role of 
the woman in the Chinese home, 
Most Chinese women are Subservi- 
ent，but some are geatly dissatis- 
fied with their positton, and desir- 
ous of taking a more active role in 
and outside of the home.” 

Often the most obvious mani- 
festations of a problem bear only 
a casual relationship to the real 
trouble，according to Handlem an. 
He cited the example of the wom- 
an who, though ostensibly search- 
ing for more freedom outside the 
family，is actually looking for 


more love within it. 
“The family is a total unit，al-

gether，we generally are able to 
diagnose the root of the trouble 
accurately，so that only one or 
two members need return for later 
SesSsions.” 

The techniques that the seminar 
will teach_ utilize a minimum of 
action on the therapist's part by 
using Such concepts as role-play- 
ng.“Our way of doing things is 
to let people do it themselves，” 
said Handlem an. 

The goal of the seminar is to 
“build an empire ”in which people 
trained in crisis intervention tech- 
niques at the Center go into vari- 
ous points in the Chinese comrmu- 
nity and apply what they have 
learned. 

The seminar will run from Janu- 
ary 4 through March 8，1973.
